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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Claims 

■ Claims 1-9 are pending. 

Claim Objections 

[1] Claim 6 is objected to because of the following informalities: it is unclear what the exact 
structure is provided by the term, "yoke". 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
[2] The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 

basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, belbre the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this countr) , more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published tinder section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

[3] Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by Fischer et al, US- 
5,6786,510, because the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a 
foreign country, or in public use or on sale in this country more than one (1) year prior to the 
application for patent in the United States. 

As for Claim 1, Fischer et al. discloses of a threaded plate component comprising: 

a planar basic body (1) and 
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at least one threaded sleeve (2) protruding from this basic body (1); 
wherein the planar basic body (1) has at least one spacer element (3) protruding at an 
angle (3 does indeed protrude at an angle). 




Re: Claim 2, wherein the at least one spacer element (3) is arranged in an edge region of 
the planar basic body (1). 

Re: Claim 3, wherein the spacer element (3) is connected to a supporting region of the 
planar basic body (1) via predetermined buckling point (4). 
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Re: Claim 4, wherein the predetermined buckling point (4) has a smaller material 
thickness than the planar basic body (1). 

Re: Claim 5, wherein the at least one spacer element (3) protrudes from the planar basic 
body (1) at a shallow angle. 

Re: Claim 6, wherein the at least one spacer element (3) in the form of a yoke that is 
arranged on the planar basic body (1) and the yoke has two webs (4) and a cross strut (5) 
connecting the webs (4). 

Re: Claim 7, wherein the cross strut (5) forms a contact surface. 

Re: Claim 8, wherein the planar basic body (1) has opposite spacer elements (3) between 
which the threaded sleeve (2) is arranged. 

Re: Claim 9, wherein two or more threaded sleeves (2) are provided.
